Lionel Rosenblatt, formerly the 
US refugee coordinator with the 
State Department In0 Bangkok, de- 
Scribed how top-ievel US govern- 
Inentoffcials were grossjy unaware 
of the need for an evacuation of 
Jndochinese who had served US 
interests Prlor to the fall of Phnom 
Penh and Saligon. With the situa- 
tion in South Vietnam Worsening， 
“there was 3a groOwIng recognltion 
that Vietnamese might have to be 
evacuated,， but therc was no plan- 
ning.” That over50,000 Vietnam- 
ese _ Were evacuated from Salgon 
was due to the heroic reslstance 
efforts by SouthVietnamese forces， 
luck，Ppressure exerted upon the 
Soviet Union to delay the invasion 
of Saigon by the North Viletnam- 
ese,， and the closure of Salgon to 
refugees from the countryslde, ac- 
cording to Rosenblatt， Further- 
more，he noted,“while we were 
late in recognizing the need for the 
refugee exodus, we were Stunningly 
unaware of the coOntinuing refugee 
人 ow，believing that lt was a one- 


time-only basis” 

A. J. Langguth,，S$Saigon Bureau 
chief for the Nez YorR 7i7zey 
1D0 1965，Sseverely criticized the 
“Shameful last days”and faulted 
Ambassador Martin for maintain- 
ing the optimism that Saigon was 
not in danger In particular Lang- 
guth hopes that lessons from this 
eXxperience have been learned in 
the event of a need to evacuate El 
Salvador or the Philippines in the 
future. 

Many panelists Stressed the im- 
Portance of resettlement in main- 
taining and protecting the frame- 
Work of temporary Or“frst asy- 
lum ”for Political refugees. Since 
voluntary repatriation Or regional 
resettjement ls vlrtually Impossible 
for the Indochinese refugees who 
have fed to (officially designated) 
refugee camps, resettlement of re 于 
Ugees In_a third country ensures 
that new refugees will have access 
to temporary asylum in theory. 
Problems that perslst are the hun- 
dreds of thousands of refugees 
Spread out along the Thali-Cambo- 
dian border in makeshift camPps 
and the refugees who have spent 
OVer seven years in Some camps.

Den- 
nls Gallagher who is executive di- 
j」 rector ofthe Refugee Policy Group， 
aresearch organizationy listed three 
reasons why this 1S Improbable. 
He cited the Short tme frame in 
which refugee policies have been 
formulated，the changeability of 
Programs，and the absence of a 
refugee policy formulating center， 
Temporary balances and truces are 
always oOccCuUrring.， He called for 
federal policy to considerthe three 
phases of admission , resettlement， 
and adaptation and assimiilation . 
Instead of federal policy that fo- 
cuses upon limlting Spending on 
refugee_ programs，Gallagher be- 
lieves that coherent public policy 
Which refects the public interest 
toward refugees 1iS needed.

The 和 MT policy toward 
Overseas Chinese is imbedded 
in lts Nationality Law of 1929 
which adopted the principle 
of Js Samguinis: any person 
born of a Chinese father，or 
of a Chinese mother where the 
nationality of the father is 


unknown or indeterminate，1js 
a_ Chinese clitizen，Tegardless 
of place of birth. 

On this basis， 
government in 
justifies its extensive 
Involvements in Overseas 
Chinese communities world- 
wide，its demand for loyalty 
and jits use of them as an 
instrument of foreign policy. 
In addlition，the government 
Tegards jurisdiction Over 
Chinese abroad as its right 
and responsibility.

"In this view,”as Stephen 
Fitzgerald，an authority on 
Overseas Chinese  _ policy， 
Oobserves，"foreign governments 
Should concede the right of 
Overseas Chinese not onjy to

The assassination of Chinese 
American journalist Henry Liu 
and the arrest of LA-publisher 
Lee Ya-ping are two Tecent 
examples of this 玉 MT policy 
at work.

In contrast，the PRC policy 
of integration with 1local 


people Sets forth three com- 
plementary policies dealing 
with nationality， non-inter- 
ference and resettlement. 

On the nationality questijon， 
PRC denounces dual 
citizenship and advocates 
naturalization of Overseas 
Chinese，if permitted，in their 
countries of reslidence. 

Thlis directive issued by the 
FEirst National People's 
Congress in Febrauary 1957 is 
typlcal: "The broad masses of 
Overseas Chinese Tesident 
abroad must now put aside 
any Teservatlions，and，on the 
principle of free ， choice， 
choose local nationality.、They 
must live and work in peace 
in the countries of residence， 
activyely cooperate and coexist 
with the 1local peoplie，and 
strive for the peace,， happiness， 
and prosperity,， of the coun- 
tries 10 which they live." 

Elsewhere the PRC govern- 
ment frequently states _ that 
"those who choose local 
nationality are no longer 
Chinese nationals; they mnust 
be loyal to the country of 
their choice."

NON-INTERFERENCE 


As for those Overseas 
Chinese who are unwilling or 
unable legally to become 
naturalized citizens of their 
countries of residence，the 
PRC considers them as Chi- 
nese nationals，urges._ them to 
reSpect local ljaws，customs and 
religious belliefs，and prohibits 
them from interfereing with 
jocal politics. 

These people are treated as 
citizens of China traveling 
abroad， entitled to full 
protection of the Chinese 
goverInment， the extent 
possible.

RESETTLEMENT 


For those Overseas Chinese 
who are persecuted or com- 
pelled to leave their countries 
of residence，Such as Chinese 
in Malaya in the 1950s，in 
India and Indonesia in the 
19600s，and in Vietnam and 
Cambodia in the 1970s，the 
PRC is prepared to _ accept 
their return to China and to 
Tesettle them.

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Taiwan's Officer Describes Rights， 
Restrictions of Overseas Chinese

SAN FRANCISCO - Since 
1979，when President Jimmy 
Carter broke diplomatic 
Telations with the Republic of 
China (Taiwan)，the island 
has been Tepresented in the 
US by the Coordination 
Council for North American 
Affairs. 

The Council now has offices 
in 11 major US cities。 TIts 
]avish,， tastefully decorated SF 
office at 555 Montgomery St. 
Serves all the functions of a 
consulate and tourist agency 
combined，providing passports， 
visas，tTravel brochures，and 
other _ free  ， publications 
reflecting official policies of 
the Talwan government. 

The affable Calvin Chen， 
director of public information 
Since he arrived from Rome 
three months ag0，describes 
the _ Coordination Council as 
"the official， unofficial 
Tepresentative of the Republic 
of China jn the United 
StateSs,” A fourth-generation 
Chinese from Indonesia，he 
moved to Taliwan during his 
college years and became a 
cltizen. 

JIn an lnterview with 三 /W 
last week，Chen answered a 
wide range of questions and， 
in areas where he was un- 
certain，referred this reporter 


Food,， Agriculture 
Department Asks 
Asians For Help 


SACRAMENTO  - The 

California Department of 
FEood and Agriculture 
requested on Nov. 19 that 
California residents from 
Southeast Asia stop importing 
or using any citrus plants， 
leaves OrT Seeds from their 
native homelands. 

All fresh，frozen，or dried 
citrus material received from 
other countries is prohibted 
whether it comes by mail or is 
carriecd by person. Its very 
presence in this state jis 
against the law，primarily 
Since the leaves and plants 
may carryY 3a bacterium that 
causes clitrus canker disease， 
which can Spread rapidly and 
for which there is no _ cure， 

Citrus canker disease has 
exlisted for many years in 


Southeast Asia's citrus 
plantings. Many Tecent 
Southeast ASsian immigrants 


use the leaves of the citrus 
plant，Citrus hystrix，as 3a 
condiment for Some of their 
traditional foods. 

The plant is commonly called 
Kaffir lime leaves，Purut 
leaves，Bai-ma-grood or dried 
lemon leaves. Other common 
names for this leaf include 
Kansli,， Samuyao， 和 alpi， 
Biasong，Shangyuan，Alemow， 
Djerook pooroot， 开 abuyao 
(Phlilippine),， 开 opahan，Among 
pong，Don gan，Moli Kurikuri， 
and two Vietnamese names: La 
chanh and La chanh-Xa，

NO RELATIONSHIP 


One publication SaySs: "The 
Republic of China has no 
relationship with the Chinese 
Communist Party or regime， 
but compatriots on the 
mainland are Tegarded as 
friends，not enemies， Any 
relatjonship with the Chinese 
Communists is impossible." 

However，"if the political， 
Social，and cultural gaps 
between the Chinese mainland 
and free China continues to 


narrow，the conditions for 
peaceful reunification can 
gradually mature.， The ob- 


stacle to reunification will be 
reduced naturally with the 
passage of time." 

Chen Said that despite the 
lack of direct contact between 
Taiwan and the mainland， 
tourists are 3allowed to visit 
both places in a single trip to 
AsSia. 

"We welcome this kind of 
case,”Said Chen. "Let the 
tourists judge for themselves， 
to make the comparison，Only 
with your Own eyes can you 
Imake the comparison." 

On the other hand，added 
Chen，"the Taiwan government 
has forbidden anyone holding 
a Republic of China passport 
to go on the mainland， And 
Someone holding 3a passport 
from the People's Republic of 
China can'"t visit Taiwan."

IThe only condition under 
which American citizens are 
denied visas to visit Taiwan， 
said Chen， is "if there's an act 
of sedition，There are perhaps 
Some of them that the govern- 
ment won'"t allow to go back -- 
the diehards." 

The US now has almost 
26,000 Students from Taiwan 
-- more than it has from any 
other country._ During the 
1983-84 academic year，Over- 
Seas Chinese students in 
Taiwan numbered nearly 
15,000，of whom some 13,000 
were enrolled in colleges and 


， Universities. 


The_ educational System in 
Taiwan is fiercely competitive: 
free public schooling lasts for 
just nine years，while progress 
through Senior high school and 


college requires passing 
examinations. 

Talwan has long suffered 
from the loss of its top 


graduate Students to foreign 
countrles，especially the US. 


BRAIN DRAIN 


"People say this is a brain 
dralin for us -- that we cannot 
provide them with jobs so they 
can't come back,” said Chen. 
"Now the _ facilities are much 
better in Taiwan. We have a 
lot more jobs in high tech. 
Between 1979 and 1984，more 
than 53,300 _ graduate students 
(Ph.D's and MA'S) came back 
to Taiwan from abroad." 

Taiwan'"s standard of 1living 
js Second only to Japan'"s as 
the highest in Asia，with a per 
caplta income Slightly over 
3$3,000. Chen admitted that 
one Teason for the remarkable 
economlc progress was the 
$1.5 billion _in US aid from 
195123t0501965; But he 
expressed pride that Taiwan 
herself asked that the aid be 
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terminated 20 years 880. 

Although its population of 
19 million is less than five 
percent of the mainland'”s 
population，Taiwan had a 
total of $52 billion in trade 
last year，compared to $48 
billion for the mainland.， In 
that year， Taiwan's trade 
Surplus was $8.5 billion. The 
US was the largest purchaser 
of Taiwan goods (49 percent) 
and the second largest Supplier 
of imports (after Japan) with 
23 percent. 

Nevertheless， the trade 
gap with the US is not So 
wide as often perceived， 
because many products sold to

POLICIES 


The most important influ- 
ence on Taibei'"s relationship 
with the mainland is， of 
Beijing itself. PRC 
policy toward Taibei has 
changed Significantly Since 
Mao's death in September 
1976， and especially since 
Deng Xiaoping's consolidation 
of power three years later. 
The new policy has three 
components: am effort to 


reduce tensions and convince 
Talibel to come to the negoti- 
ating table; a parallel strategy 
Of pressuring Taibei to talk 
with Beijing; and the policy of 
setting limits to constrain 
Talibei"s behavior. 

During the past several 
years， Beljing has offered 
Talbei Several proposals for 
reunification. These propo- 
sals，including Deng Xiao- 
ping"s recent "one State，two 
Systems” proposal， allow 
Taibei to maintain its social 
and economic System， its 
armed forces and its Unoffi- 
cial ties with foreign coun- 


tries， In return for promising 
not to _ interfere in Taibei'"s 
internal affairs， Beijing 


expects Taibei to give up its 
claim to represent all of China 
and agree to become a "Special 


administrative region" of 
China. 

上 EXCHANGE 
Beijing has repeatedly 


Suggested direct exchange of 
malil and travel between the 
two Sides. Beijing has also 
Stated that it is prepared to 
open its market to Taiwan'”s 
exports， allow Talwan to 
invest omtheimainland, and'to 
provide Talbel natural re- 
sources, including 011. 

Beijing has accorded good 
treatment to former officlals 
of the government party，the 
Kuomintang (KMT)，and to 
others who have relatives on 
Taliwan，and has encouraged 
its Scholars and students 
abroad to contact their 
colljeagues from Taiwan. In 
the international community， 
Beljing has allowed Taibei to 
return to many world organi- 
zations _ Under the name of 
"Chinese Taipei"” or "China- 
Talwan." 

The PRC'Ss offer of reunifi- 
cation 1S Sweetened by its 
remarkable internal ITreform 
program，its expanded cooper- 
ation with the West，and its 
flexibility and sensitivity ln 
handling the Hong Kong issue. 
But Taibei is still publicly 
critical of Beijing"Ss overturesS. 
It takes the position that the 
PRC'S _ current reforms will 
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Iwan:AView from Beijing 


collapse; it views Beijing's 
efforts to_ improve ties with 
the West as a strategy to 
isolate Taiwan; and it does not 
recognize the Sino-British 
agreement on Hong 开 Kong. 


EFFECT 


Despite this rigid posture in 
Taibei，Beijing's policies have 
had Some effect on the island. 
The PRC"s ongoing political 
and economic reforms have 


Strongly influenced public 
oplinion， especially among 
Talwan intellectuals， busi- 
nesSmen and technocrats. 


International press coverage of 
the reform program and direct 
contacts between Taiwan and 
mainland Chinese _ students 
and Scholars have provided a 
perspective different from 
that of the KMT's anti-PRC 
propaganda，reducing the old 
hostility toward Beijing. 

TIhlis has already created 
dissent Over Taibei's long- 
standing policy of the "Three 
Nos”-- n0 contacts，n0O nego- 
tiations and no compromises 
toward Belijing. The views -- 
openly expressed -- of dis- 
senting  _ intellectuals and 
politicians have strengthened 
fiberal tendencies within the 
KMT and provided an impetus 
to0 Search for alternatives to 
the present hard-line policies， 

Beiljing'Ss increasingly close 
ties with the West and Japan 
have worried those in Taiwan 
who believe that Such ties will 
give Beijing increased 1lever- 
age Over Talibei and further 
isolate Taiwan from the inter- 
national community.、Actually， 
Stronger ties with the West 
would reduce Beljling'Ss Incen- 
tive to try to take Taiwan by 
force， Since 
would damage those tles. 


OBJECTIVES 


Reunification with Taibei is 
one of the PRC government's 
Principal objectives， 
together with the economic 
reform program and its 80al 
of freedom of action and 
independence from both the 
Soviet Union and the US. 

As Soon as the Sino-British 
agreement on Hong Kong was 
initialed in September 1984， 
Deng Xiaoping expressed his 
willingness to adopt the Hong 
Kong model of "one State，two 
Systems” to Solve the Talwan 
1SSUe. 

Nevertheless，Deng and Zhao 
Ziyang have repeatedly an- 
nounced that Beijing is not 
willing to rule out the pos- 
Sibility of using force against 
Taibei if the 1latter continues 
to reject their proposals for 
reunification talks. 

Finally， Beijing has put 
preSSsure on Washington to cut 
back its Support of Taibeil. 
The PRC has emphasized that 


the Taliwan issue 1S now the 
prlincipal obstacle to the 
Further ， development of 


Such an move. 


Sino-American relations，and 
has demanded that Washing- 
ton reduce and eventually stop 
its arms Sales to Taibei and 
Tevoke the Talwan Relations 
Act of April 1979，which 
defined the unofficial 
relations between the US and 
Taiwan following the end of 
diplomatic relations. 

But ,Beljing may Overesti- 
mate the role that Washington 
can play to encourage Taibei 
to negotiate with the PRC. 
Washington has reacted 
ambiguously to Beijing's 
pressure.， On one hand it has 
indicated that it will not make 
further concessions to _ meet 
Beijing's demands for revoca- 
tion on the Taiwan Relations 
Act or to rapidly reduce arms 
Sales to Taibei. 

On the other hand，the 
Reasgan Administration has 
become more cautious in its 
dealingSs with Taiwan. Wash- 
ington has repeatedly denied 
Taibei"s requests to _ purchase 
highly Sophisticated fighter 
planes. So far，therefore， 
Beljing has had some success 
in Setting certain limits on US 
pollicy toward Taibei. 


SKEPTICAE 


Taibel has not softened its 
position in response to Bei- 
Jing"Ss inducements or threats 
and it probably will not do so 
in the near future. On the 
contrary，the pressure from 
the PRC has only made Taibei 
more Skeptical of Beijing?s 
parallel promises Of non- 
intervention in Taiwan?s 
internal affairs. 

Under what conditions 
would Beijing use force to 
regain authority over Taiwan? 
Deng has Set the following 
five: if Taibei leaned toward 
Moscow instead of Washing- 
ton; if Taibei decided to 
develop nuclear wapons; if 
Taiwan claimed to be an inde- 
pendent state; if Talibei lost 
internal control as a result of 
the Succession process; Or if 
Taibei continued to reject 
reunification talks for "a long 
period of time." 

The first three conditions 
are part Of Beijing's policy to 
limlit Taibei's freedom of 
action. Taibeli is already on 
public record regarding these 
conditions，President Jiang 
(Chiang) has announced that 
Taibei will never lean toward 
Moscow，will never develop its 
Own nuclear weapons, and will 
never claim to be an independ- 
ent state. 

The fourth _ condition  -- 
internal disorder on Taiwan -- 
reflects Beijing's worries about 
a succession crisis in Taibel 
and a possible 1oss of 天 MT 
authority to the Taiwan In- 
dependence Movenent (IIMD)， 
though the 1latter does not 
seem likely in the near future. 


REJECTION 


The last of Deng's conditions 
-- _ rejection of negotiations -- 
is the one that will ultimately 
be determined by Beijing's 
own evolving policy calcula- 
tions. Some elements、are CoOn- 
stant: the costs of military 
action against Taiwan，even 芷 
it were only a blockade，would 
be very high. 

Taibei has the capability to 
retaliate by attacking the 
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entire east coast of the main- 
land，where Over 70 percent of 
the PRC?"s industrial capacity 
1$S_ located. Politically，any 
military offensive would 
damage Beijing's expanded 
relations with the West and 
destroy the peaceful inter- 
national environment that is 
eSSential to the process of 
modernization -- to which the 
Dengist leadership 1S$S com- 
mitted. 

Whether Washington would 
Strengthen its Support to 
Taibeil under conditions of 
military pressure is Still an 
open question. More import- 
ant，publhc opinion on the 
mainland， especially among 
the young and the educated 
elite，has changed since Mao's 
death. People seem more in- 
terested in improving their 
living standards than in fight- 
ing a war，and 3a war would 
probably destroy the ongoing 
reform program. Beijing would 
therefore use force against 
Taibei only if there seemed to 
be no alternative. 
SUCCESSION 


The most important factor in 
Talwan'"s domestic situation is 
the Succession to President 
Jiang Jingguo. There is no 
clear and qualified Successor. 
Jiang, now 76 years old and in 
failing health， has made 
several important perSsonnel 
changes in the last year and a 
halif. The Succession has not， 
however， been clarified by 
these changes. 

Many observers have specu- 
lated that the purpose of these 
shifts in personnel was to 
Sececure 3 strong Position for 
President Jiang"Ss Son，Jiang 
Xiaowu. But he is not a mem- 
ber of the KMT Standing 
Commission of the Central 
Commlittee， the Party'"s 
declsion-making institution， 
nor has he made any Signi- 
ficant contribution to Taiwan 
society or established an in- 
dependent reputation. 

Unlike his father，Xiaowiu 
has never been well received 
by the technocratic establish- 
ment. His Succession would be 
made even more difficult by 
the opposition of the dissident 
movement on Taliwan to the 
possiblity of yet another 
"dynastic Succession." 

In addition， widespread 
speculation has implicated 
Xiaowu in the assassination of 
Henry Liu，a Taiwan writer 
with American citizenship，in 
Daly City，California，1last 
October. President Jiang's 
choice of Xiaowu as his Suces- 
Sor，in Sum，would probably 
increase political tensions,， and 
might even undermine the 
political stability that the 
island has enjoyed over the 
past three decades. 

POLITICS 


Politics within the KMT 
range from liberal to conserva- 
tlive. The conservative camp 
has aa Strong hold in the 
military and in the security 
and party apparatus，espe- 
cilally in the Standing 
Commission. The 1liberals are 
Stronger in economic affairs 
and public administration. 

The 1liberal faction of the 
KMT has 1lost Several import- 
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ant posts over the last year， 
and it is unlikely to regain 
power in time for the succes- 
Sion Struggle. Popular among 
technocrats，business circles， 
and the intellectual establish- 


ment，the 1liberal faction has 
very jlittle influence within 
the army and intelligence、 
forces， 

Moreover, it is not a unified 


force and lacks a Strong leader 
capable of coordinating dif- 
ferent interest groups within 
the regime and society。 The 
liberals are unlikely to gain 
dominance within the KMT 
Standing Commission，though 
the faction will continue to be 
influential in the policy- 
making process. 

There is always a possiblity 
that the Succession might 
reSult in joint rule by the 
army，the KMT conservative 
faction and the intelligence 
forces.， Such a regime would 
be able to maintain political 
stability,， at least temporarily. 
It would，however，seriously 
reverse Taliwan'"Ss process of 
political pluralization. Ten- 
Sions _ between the regime and 
the democracy movemsnt， 
known as the Dang-wai (non- 
KMTI) movement，would in- 
Crease: It would also 
encourage intellectuals and 
technocrats to_ become further 
alienated from the regime. In 
the long run，it would be 

politically destabilizing. 


PAINEFUL 


In any event，the_ succession 
process 1Ss likely to be painful] 
and difficult. There are real 
possibllities of an upheaval，or 
the formation of a new dicta- 
torship. In either case,，Taibei 
would be 1likely to take a 
tougher position toward Bei- 
jing，at least temporarily，as 
the new regime would need an 
excuse for tightening political 
control. 

The second challenge to poli- 
tical stability on the island is 
an accelerating process of So- 
clal and political pluraliza- 
tion. The process，largely a 
reSult of Taiwan's economic 
growth during the past 30 
yearSs，has now reached a new 
stage. 

On one hand，the Dang-wai 
has already become a strong 
Opposition force in Taiwan's 
society，capable of significant 
popular moblilization against 
the regime. In the national 
elections of both 1980 and 
1983，it gained roughly 30 
percent of the total vote，It is 
backed by many businessmen， 
most of whom are _ native 
Talwanese，and it has been 
highly critical of the KMT. 

But it is not yet an al- 
tcrnative to the MT because 
of the restrictive conditions of 
martial 1aw which has been in 
force for more than 35- years. 
Moreover，the Dang-wai is 
particularly weak in its 
ideological appeal.， Faction- 
alism_ is another problem for 
the Dang-wai. It has never 
been，and probably will not be 


in the foreseeable future，a 
unified force. 


INDEPENDENCE 


The Taiwan Independence 
Movement (TIM) is another 
focus of dissent on the island. 
Many activists of the Dang- 
wail are members of the inde- 
pendence movement，but most 
of the TIM'S activists now 
operate Overseas，particularly 
in Japan and the US，The 
TIM has Strong financial 
backing，mainly from wealthy 
native Taiwanese businessmen. 

But the movement's_ political 
future may not be as bright as 
some American Scholars be- 
lieve，Like the Dang-wai， it is 
not a unified political force: 
Sharp political and ideological 
conflicts within the movement 
weaken its ability to challenge 
the KMT in any practical 
Sense， 

Even if neither the Dang-wai 
nor the TIM seems capable of 
replacing the 开 MT governm- 
ment on Taiwan，both can 
cxert Strong influence on 
Taibeis policy toward Beijing. 

Lacking an effective insti- 
tutionalized opposition， the 
ruling KMT continues to enjoy 
considerable Support through- 
out Ialiwan，due primarily to 
the Success of its economic 
policy.、Taiwan'"s :remarkable 
economic growth has made 让 
one of the most Successful 
examples of economic devel- 
opment in the world. 

But'， the island's export- 
orientated strategy has come 
under challenge -- both from 
industrial competitors such as 
the US and Japan，which have 
the advantage of Superior 
technology and financial 
capacity -- and from other 
East Asian states，notably 
South Korea， Thailand， 
Singapore,， Indonesia and，most 
recently， mainland China， 
where labor costs are 1l1ower 
than in Taiwan. In addition， 
Washington has put strong 
presSure on Taibel to reduce 
lts trade surplus with the US. 

PRIORITY 


Since the end of the 1970s， 
the government of Taiwan has 
placed high priority on shift- 
ing from a labor-intensive to a 
technology- and capital- 
intensive economy. However， 
this transformation has not 
been fully successful，Because 
of the island's uncertain 
political future，a large 
proportion (85 percent) of 
Taiwan's students studying 
abroad do not return，and 
businessmen are hesitant to 
invest in large-scale and 
long-term projects， preferring 
ImOre Stable overseas invest- 
ments, 
Furthermore，the island's 
large military budget has 
made it difficult for the 
80overnment to increase invest- 
ment in infrastructure and 
rcSearch and development. 
工 hese Structural weaknesses 
and vulnerabilities are un- 
likely to be overcome in the 
next decade. 


Taiwan'"s economic problems 
and the increasing preSSsure 
from its business community -- 
which has been engaged in 
indirect and even direct trade 
with the mainland for years， 
and has been impressed by the 
reSults Of Beijing?"Ss "open door" 
policy -- are Strong induce- 
ments for the government to 
take a more conciliatory 1line 
toward Beijing in the future. 


CLOCK OF HISTORY 


Ronald Reagan's election in 
1980 led the Taiwan govern- 
ment to hope，albeit briefly， 
that Washington might turn 
back the clock of history and 
restore official diplomatic ties 
with Taibei. Before August 
1982，when the most recent 
US-PRC joint communique 
was signed, Sino-American ties 
were indeed in deep trouble. 
But the clock has not been 
turned back -- and it is 
unlikely to be. 

In fact， Sino-American 
relations have Solidified since 
the second half of 1982. While 
both Washington and Beijing 
have played down their need 
for Strategic and military 
cooperation against Moscow， 
Strategic consultations and 
military exchange programs 
between the PRC and the US 
have advanced. 

Almost 14;000 ”Chinese 
students are now Studying in 
the US and another Several 
thousand in Western Europe 
and Japan. At least 60-70 
percent of them will return to 
China and will have great 
influence on policymaking in 
various government and 
nongovernment institutions. 
TIhe Dengist leadership in 
Beijing seems 1likely to 
continue this open door policy， 
and the positive trend in 
Sino-American relations is 
unlikely to be reversed. 

Because shifts in the 
rcgional balance of power 
Seem 1likely to favor the Soviet 
Union and its allies，notably 
Vietnam and India， Washing- 
ton may need to increase its 
Strategic cooperation with 
Beijing on regionail security 
issues.。 This，in turn，could 
Strengthen Beijing's bargain- 
ing position. 

Taibei may find it increas- 
ingly difficult to participate 
in multilateral organizations 
unless it returns to _ the 
flexible policies it pursted up 
until the end of the 1984 
Olympic Games. These includ- 
ed Taibei"s efforts to regain 
its place in some 400 non- SOv- 
ernmental organizations Under 
the name "Chinese Taipei" a 
namece that is acceptable to 
Beijing and which was used at 
the Olympics， In addition， 
Taibei reduced restrictions on 
trade between Taiwan and the 
mainland，and allowed greater 
public discussion within 
Iaiwan about future relations 
with the PRC. 

Following the Olympics， 
however，there was 3 Sharp 
move away from these flexible

policlies， YU Guohua，the new 
premier，and Zhu Fusong，the 
minister of foreign affairs， 
are among those who doubted 
that the flexible approach 
would in fact strengthen 
Taibei'"s  _ position” in the 


.international community，and 


this group has gained_ the 
upper hand in policymaking. 
They believe that the madel 
used in the Asian Develop- 
ment Bank -- which seats both 
Beijing，under the name of 
PRC，and Taibei，under the 
name ROC -- Should be ap- 
plied to other intergovern- 
mental organizations. 

As the result of this new 
rigldity，Taibei lost its seat 
last fall in the International 
Criminal Police Organization 
(Interpol)，one of the ten 
international governmental 
organizations to which Taibei 
still belonged. This inflexible 
approach, though criticized by 
many liberal KMT politicians， 
Seems to have become :the 
current Strategy Of the Taibei 
government in its_ efforts to 
reinforce its international 
position. At the same time， 
Taibei has reintroduced 
restrictions On trade with the 
mainland and on free 
discussion of the issue. 

This policy is becoming less 
and less viable. Taiwan?s 
ncighbors (mainly Japan， 
South Korea and the ASEAN 
countries) will not Support an 
inflexible approach by Taibei; 
most Of them no longer even 
include Taiwan in their secur- 
ity and strategic planning. It 
is unlikely that 工 aibei will be 
able to apply the Asian Devel- 
opment Bank model to other 
international .organizations， 
Since Beijing is not willing to 
make any further concessions 
on thls matter. 


POLICY OPTIONS 


Over the next decade, Taibei 
has four basic options， The 
first is to maintain its current 
policy in dealing with the 
changing world. This "cold- 
war” policy has the stated 
objective of "reunifying China 
under the Three People's 
Principles" (Nationalism， 
Democracy and People's Live- 
lihood)， It would reject direct 
trade with Beijing，1limit in- 
direct trade between the two 
Sides，and further minimize 
informal contacts between the 
people on the mainland and on 
Taiwan. 

Taibei would continue to 
compete with Beijing in inter- 
national institutions， and 
would make every attempt to 
damage Sino-American rela- 
tionsS. Internally， this policy 
would require further restric- 
tions on the press and human 
rights. It would probably 
increase tensions，even pro- 
voke a confrontation， between 
Beijing and Taibei. 

What if Taibei chose another 
option，and claimed independ- 
ence?-A policy of independ- 
cnce would change the nature 
of the relationship between 
the two sides of the_ Taiwan 
Straiti it would be perceived 
abroad as a conflict betweean 
two states rather than civil 
conflict within a sovereign 
nation. Taiwan's internal 
politics would be destabilized 
and the KMT would 1lose its

base. Beijing would ;be 
Strongly tempted to launch a 
preemptive strike，because 0f 伯 
Strong _ domestic nationalism 
and the fear that a “do- 
nothing”policy would damage 
China's international credibi= 


lity， 
THIRD OPTION 


There is a third option， 
presently theoretical rather 
than realistic: Taibei could 
choose ,to accept Beijing's 
proposal of reunification in 
the_ near future. This course 
would relieve Taibei of im- 
mediate fears of a preemptive 
attack by Beijing and allow 
direct economic ties with the 
mainland. But it would 
immediately cause an internal 
political upheaval. 

The final option for Taibei 
in dealing with Beijing is to 
adopt 3a policy somewhere 
between the first and third -- 
that 1$，to- reduce tensions and 
t0 expand contacts， even 
informal ones，with Beijing， 
but not Start formal negoti- 
ations _ immediately. To _a 
certain extent，this policy was 
in fact followed by Taibei 
from 1981 to _ the summer -Of 
1984. 

Two basic conditions _ must 
come about for this policy 
option to be adopted: inter- 
nally，the accession to0 power 
of a liberal group with _ broad 
popular Support，in which 
technocrats play important 
policymaking roles; externally， 
the continuation of Beijing's 
rceform program and "open 
door"” policy, and a moderate 
approach toward Hong. 区 ong 
and Taiwan. 

This option would not un- 
dermine Taibei's autonomy oOF 
its international posture，as 
Taibei would not have to pro- 
mise anything Specific Tai- 
wan's program of upgrading 
its economic Structure would 
also be Strengthened. 


FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE 


It took 30 years for Beijing 站 
t0 change its policy from - 调 
"liberation of Taiwan" to0 
“reunification with Taiwan 
It took even longer for Taibei“ 
to respond to such a funda- 
mental change by shifting ， 
from "recovery of the main- 
land”to "reunification with 
the mainland under the Three 
People's Principles.”Time and 
a Well-reasoned approach by 
both sides should allow even 
further ， progress toward

In the years prlior to the turn 


of the century， political 
refugees flooded the overseas 
Chinese，or hua-ch?iao world， 
Seekling local Chinese Support 
and commitment. In that 
period，the nascent political 
partles of both the reformers 
and revolutionaries provided 
an initial institutionalization 
of hua-ch”"iao relations with 
political leaders from China. 
The origins of an official 
government organ to Service 
Overseas Chinese government 
Telations was the result of the 
close and strong_ relationship 
between Sun Yat-sen and his 
”natural constituency"” in 
Amerlca. 


OVERSEAS CHINESE 

Sun established Scores of 
revolutionary organizations 
such as the Hsing Chung Hui 
in Hawaii in 1895 through his 
reorganization Of the 
Kuomintang in Canton in 
1924，and in So doing he took 
serious account of hua-ch'iao 
interests and needs. The 
initital impetus for doing so 
had been for self-preservation， 
but in later years genuine 
concern and commitment were 
among Sun's motivating 
factors. 

Ihe overseas Chinese were

originally viewed as 
aberrations because of their 
Status 3aS "SO0journers."” At the 
beginning of the century 
Chinese American 
communities Tepresented the 
heart of the vital enduring 
Chinese diaspora， the 
van8suard of revolution. Sun 
realized that while linkages 
with local elites in Chinese 
America were essential， 
long term and close relations 
with the masses were equally 
important, if not more so. 

IThe efforts of Sun and his 


SuUCcceSSOIS to keep alive 
concern for hua-ch'iao 
relations with China's 
leadership provided the 


immediate motivating force 
for the establishment of a 
80vernmental agency to 
SerVice Such concerns. 

人 AS TeformersS 
revolutionaries Struggled 
Chinese America，the Chinese 
there enrolled as party 
members and became active 
consplirators in innumerable 
plans and projects. Yet，prior 
to 1912 they remained 
esSentially on the fringes of 
legitimacy and distant from 
the center of power in China， 
Identification with Sun and 
his movement was usually 
understood 3aS Supporting a 
rebel，an outsider before 1911 
and after 1912._ Yet，while 
power and authority eluded 
Sun，he remained the "favorite 
son”and champion of the 
Overseas Chinese，eSspecially to 
those in America.

In 1924，with the Support of 
agents of the Comintern，Sun 
Treorganized the KMT，which 
]ed to a new bid for closer and 
more formally Structured ties 
with the overseas Chinese. 

At the first Party National 
Congress in Canton in 1924， 
hua-ch?"iao delegates from 


around the world participated， 

including Some from America. 
At the congress， 3 

Secretariat，with eight bureaus 


was created including an 
Overseas Chinese Affairs 
Bureau. 


This new agency waSs One of 
the first attempts to prIovide a 
formal， institutional 
arIangcement to Support 
OverSeas Chinese linkages with 
the party leadership in China. 
The hua-ch7iao wealth was 
traditionally a major Source of 
financial aid to the 
chronically poor coffers of the 
party. 

During the Second Party 
Congress in 1926， the 
hua-ch'iao exerted pressure for 
formation of the Overseas 
Chinese Affairs Commission 
(OCAC). 

After the Northern 
Expedition，the 和 玫 uomintang 
established a regime with 
Nanking as its capital in 1927. 
At this time 3a unitary 
partyy/state System Of 
government emerged， which 
became an advantage for 
advocates of rthe Overseas 
Chlinese_ cause. The OCAC 
made the transition from 
being an organ of the party's 
central headquarters 
Superstructure，t0 being an 
official agency of the 
Nationalist Chinese 
Government. 

JInitialljy，the OCAC was 
designated only as an internal， 
Subordinate agency of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
In May 1928 a_ decision was 
Tcached for the formation of 
an 3agency that was both 
independent and 1larger in 
composition.

had been engaged in deadly 
conflict with Japan for a 
decade，commencing with the 
Manchurian crisis in 1931.

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The Overseas Chinese: 


The Sun Never Sets 


By H.M. LAI 


It has been Said that the Sun 
neveI Sets on the Chinese. 
According to Taiwan Sources， 
there are _ today more than 
26 million people of Chinese 
descent outside of China. 
They are found 
continent except Antarctica， 
making them the largest and 
most widely dispersed Asian 
people in the world. This 
diaspora is the result of a long 
historical development. 
Chinese ventured beyond the 
borders of the empire at an 
early date and settled in lands 
Stretching from Japan to 
India，and extending south to 
Indonesia. For many centuries 
the exodus consisted mostly of 
merchants， craftsmen， 
adventurers and political 
refugees，However, the nature 
of _ this migration changed 
during the 19th century. 

At that time，political and 


economlc problems were 
mounting in the Chinese 
Empire， exacerbated by 


aggreSsion from the Western 
nations, then in the process of 
extending their power all over 
the world. 

As more countries began to 
enter the world economy，a

million Chinese abroad during 
the 19th century. 


EMIGCGRATION 


The bulk of those who left 
China went to Southeast Asia， 
also known 3a5 Nanyang，Some 
ventured even further to 
Burma and India. Others 
shipped out to Maluiritius and 
Reunion in the Indian Ocean 
and from there moved on to 
Madagascar and South Africa. 

The need for labor in the 
New World led to the 
importation of coolies in Peru， 
Cuba，British Guiana，Jamaica 
and Trinidad during the 
middle of the 19th century. 
From there，many of the 
Chinese went on to countries 
jn the Caribbean and South 
America. Large numbers of 
contract laborers were also 
recrulted to work in Hawaii 
and Tahiti. 


The 1849 Gold Rush 
attracted Chinese to 
California，the fabled Gold 
Mountain. Erom there 
the _ Chinese Spread to 
Canada. By the end of the 
century， the Chinese also 
emigrated to Mexico and 
Central America， 

By the 1850s Chinese 


embarked for the Australian 
gold_ fields，known to the 
Chinese as the New Gold 
Mountalin. Others proceeded 
to New Zealand，Fiji and New 
Guinea. 


RESTRICTIONS 
AS the 19th century drew to 
a close，development in a 


number of countries reached a 
stage where Chinese labor was 
no 1onger essential. Many 
countries began to restrict 
Chinese immigration._ The US 
was the first，with the Chinese 
EXclusion Act of 1882. Soon， 
Canada， Australia， New 
Zealand，South Africa and 
various countries in Latin 
America followed. Subsequent 
emigration was channeled 
largely to Southeast Asia. This 
pattern of emigration from 
China ended soon aftcr World 
War II. 

The establishment of the 
People's Republic of China in 
1949 ended more than a 
century of political turmoil 
and foreign domination which 
caused many Chinese to go 


abroad.， The PRC and the 
rival Nationalist regime in 
Taiwan also imposed 


Testrictions On emijgration. At 
the Same time，many nations 
erected barriers to Chinese 
immigrants. Thus，large scale 
emigration from China ceased. 
Today 90 percent of the 
Chinese outside of China are 
Still in Asia， There are 5.6 
million Chinese in Hong Kong 
and Macau，which should be 
considered Special casesS 


This led to' 


because of their close ties to 
China. 

The bulk of the remainder 
are in Nanyang， where 
according to the Overseas 
Chinese Economy Handbook 
of 1982-83，there are 6.15 
million Chinese in Indonesia， 
4.8 million in Thailand，4.1 
million in Malaysia， 1.9 
million in Singapore，1 million 
in the Philippines and 700,000 
in Burma. 

At one time there were abonut 
1].3 million Chinese in 
Indochina，However，war and 
political persecution forced 
about one third of the Chinese 
to _ leave the country during 
the 1970s and 1980s. 

VSt Of Burma the 
population drops off to- 20,000 
in India，where there are also 
Some 80,000 Tibetan refugees. 
There are few Chinese in the 
Mlddle and Near Eastern 
countrles. Most of those that 
did settle in those_ countries 
were from Islamic 
nationalities in China，Going 
to _ the opposite end of Asia， 
there are 58,000 Chinese in 
Japan and a declining 20,000 
jn South Korea. 

Approximately 1.7 million 
Chinese Teside in the 
Amerlicas. The US，with its 
Stable political and economic 
Situation，has become a haven 
for Chinese from many parts 
of the world.， The population 
has swelled to 1 million，the 
largest of any nation outside 


ASia. 
In Canada，after repeal of 


Chinese exclusion laws，the 
Chinese _ population leaped 
from 33,000 in the 19$0s to 
325,000 in the 1980s.，There 
arc also 33,000 in Panama， 
20,000 in Mexico and 14.000 in 
Guatemala. 


POLICY 


In South America the oldest 
Chinese Settlement is in Peru， 
with 52,000. The country with 


the 1largest population， 
however，is Brazil，where due 
to0 3a relaxed immigration 


policy compared to many other 
countries， the Chinese 
population increased from 
about_ 1,000 in _ the 1950s to 
today's 6$,000. 

Other South American 
countries with populations of 
more than 10,000 are 
Venezuela (14.000)，Ecuador 
(13,000) and Surinam (10,000). 

Political upheavels in Cuba， 
Jamaica and Trinidad have 
caused many Chinese to leave 
these islands. Cuba's Chinese 
colony，once the largest in the 
Caribbean with about 30,000 
in the 1940s，has dropped to 
less _ than 10,000 Since Eidel 
Castro came to power. 
However，the 20,000 Chinese 
living in Jamaica still account 
for the largest Chinese 
population in the Caribbean 
regl10n. 

In Oceanila there are about 
170,000 ”Chinese. After 
Australia relaxed its 


white-only immigration policy， 
the Chinese population there 
increased from 12,000 in the 
early 1950s to over 120,000 
today.， Other countries with 
large Chinese populations are 
New Zealand and Iahiti，with 
20,000 each. 


上 UROPE 


A region which has Shown 3 
phenomenal increase in 
Chinese immigration is 
Europe.，， During the 1950s， 
there were only about 12,000 
Chinese in Western Europe. 
Today there are more than 
560,000.， Immligration from 
Hong Kong and other former 
British colonies in the last few 
decades has increased :the 
number of Chinese in the 
United 天 ingdom to 230,000， 
the largest in Europe. 

Chinese from former French 
colonlies， particularly from 
IJndochina，have also increased 
the Chinese Population in 
France to over 220,000. 
Likewise，many of the 60,000 
Chinese in Holland are from 
Indonesia and Indochina. 


Africa is the continent with 
the _ least number of Chinese， 
with about 80.000. The 
population is actually 
declining in the southern part 
of the land mass，where most 
of the Chinese had settled， 
because of political instability 
in the area. Tiny-Mauritius 
and Reunion Islands in the 
Indian Ocean as 


well as 
Malagasy off the coast 
account for about 


three-quarters of the Chinese 
in the African region with 
35,000，14,000 and and 14 ;000， 
reSpectively. There are only 
about 11,000 Chinese in 
strife-torn South Africa-.

In many Jands the Chinese 
arc Successful cconomically aa 
especially as entrepreneurs:

been buffeted by 
political winds. Extremae 
nationalists in newly 
independent nations have useda 
them as whipping boys amd 
have imposed restrictions 0Oma 
their activities， For example 
the Philippines banned aliens 人 
from owning retail businesses: 是 
Indonesia restricted alien 
l]abor; Malaysia barred the 
Chinese _ from “ certain 
professions; South Vietnam 过 
ordered the Chinese to accept 
Vietnamese citizenship; and 
Burma expropriated Chinese 
buslinesses.， There had also 
been anti-Chinese Triots in 
Majaysia and Indonesia. 

These conditions have forced 
many Chinese to Seek havens 
elsewhere，and there have 
been_ corresponding .shifts in 
the population. Thus，there 
arce now Chinese also0 
cemigrating from Indonesia， 
Burma， the Philippines， 
Indochina and Cuba. 

Today most Chinese who live 
in countries other than_ China 
do not see .themselves 3S 
extensions of the motherland _ 
even though sentimental， 
social and economic ties 
continue. They are noW 
becoming integral parts of the 
nations in which they reside.
